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THE RURAL PRESS 
There are some 15,500 newsp ap ers and p eriod­ 
icals p ublished in this country . The g reatest p ro­ 
p ortion of them are small-town weeklies, dailies 
and semi-weeklies, and mag azines whose p rin­ 
cip al ap p eal is to the rural dweller. 
The imp ortance, the influence, and the worth 
of these p ublications can hardly be ex ag g erated. 
They are, as the San Francisco Arg onaut has 
written, “the chief influence in the thoug ht hab­ 
its of our rural p op ulation of fifty -four million.” 
And the character of their comment, both in 
news and editorial dep artments, well rep ay s those 
who p eruse them. 
As a result, the recent contest held by the mag ­ 
azine “Country Home” to p ick the best country 
newsp ap er corresp ondent in the United States, 
was of much more imp ortance and interest than 
contests usually are. The winner, a woman, liv es 
in a Missouri town which has a p op ulation of 
twenty -sev en, and is fifteen miles from the near­ 
est railroad. For forty -four y ears she has been 
local corresp ondent for a rural p ap er in her 
county . 
Urban editors, on reading ex cerp ts from her 
corresp ondence, hav e been amazed by its quality . 
It does not deal with crimes and misdemeanors. 
Instead it tells of the crop s, of the trials, tribu­ 
lations and achiev ements of farm p eop le who 
rarely make the metrop olitan headlines, but who, 
hap p ily , are more numerous and more v ital to 
the nation than our g ang sters, our p olitical and 
business reneg ades, and our ex -show-g irl di­ 
v orcees. 
Most interesting of all, this woman’s cor­ 
resp ondence, fine as it is, is not g reatly different 
from that of other rural corresp ondents. Win­ 
ners of lesser p rizes in the contest show the same 
qualities — the same command of clear and v iv id 
Eng lish. The country newsp ap er, little known as 
it is to the city dweller, is one of the finest, most 
p ermanent, and most deserv edly successful in- 


fluences in our American life. Last, but not least, 
it is the outstanding g uardian of the nation in 
up holding our constitution and American ideals. 


UNIFORM DRIVING LAWS NEEDED 
One of the g reatest barriers to fair and effi­ 
cient enforcement of traffic laws is the lack of 
uniformity in the traffic codes of different states 
and towns. 
As one traffic authority recently p ointed out, 
when he driv es from one state to another, he 
doesn’t hav e to stop and chang e his nickels, dimes 
and dollars into other and different kinds of 
money ; but, if he wishes to op erate his car in 
accord with the law, he must at once rev ise his 
driv ing habits. He leav es a state where the max ­ 
imum sp eed allowed is 40 — and then must re­ 
member that now he must hold his car down to 
30. He has been accustomed to traffic lig hts and 
sig ns p laced on corners — now they are ov erhead 
in the middle of streets where he is liable to miss 
seeing them entirely . 
Sup p ose that motor car manufacturers p ur­ 
sued the same p ractices as many cities and states. 
Sup p ose a man who had been driv ing the Smith 
car wanted to trade it in for the new Jones mod­ 
el, and discov ered that it had a different kind of 
transmission, required a different kind of fuel, 
and p resented major p oints of difference in other 
resp ects. Such a p olicy would be no more ab­ 
surd than is the ex isting p olicy of our g ov ern­ 
mental units in adop ting traffic codes that are 
utterly at v ariance with those of a town or state 
10 miles away . 
The Uniform Vehicles Code and Model Muni­ 
cip al Ordinance, p rep ared by traffic ex p erts, 
could and should be adop ted by ev ery town and 
city . This would not only g iv e the motorist a 
break — it would immensely ex p edite the effi­ 
ciency of our p olice and traffic p atrol dep art­ 
ments, and make an imp ortant contribution to 
the cause of hig hway safety .
